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RJEMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

Claims 1-32 are currently pending in the present application. Claims 1-4, 6, 7. 11-14 and 
16-18 have been rejected under35 U.S.C. 102(e) as aDegedly being anticipated by U.S. Patent No. 
5,634,006 issued to Baugher et al. Claims 5, 8-10, 15, 19-24 and 26-32 have been rejected under 35 
U.S.C. § 103(a) as allegedly being unpatentable over Baughef in view of U.S. Application Publ. 
No. 2002/0152319 to Amin et al. Applicant respectfully traverses the rejection. 

Apphcants have amended claim 1 as follows: 

1. A method facilitating deployment of volume-based network policies 
across a computer network, the method comprising the steps of: 

monitoring, over a given time interval, the aggregate Arolume of data 
transfer corresponding to each user of a plurality of users; 

detecting, for a first user in the plurality of users, a network utilization 
milestone, wherein the network utilization milestone occurs when the aggregate 
volume of data transfer associated with the first user crosses a threshold; and 

affecting a characteristic associated with the network access provided to 
the first user identified in the detecting step. 

As amended claim 1 provides a method that monitors over a time interval the aggregate data 
transfer corresponding to each user in a plurality of users ani after the aggregate data transfer 
for a first users crosses a threshold, affecting a characteristic of the network access provided to 
the first user. Independent claims 11. 21 24 and 27 have been amended in similar manners. 

As amended, Baugher, neither alone or in combination with Amin, discloses or suggests 
the claimed subject matter. Baugher discloses methods and systems that reserve bandwidth for 
indi^ndual data flows initiated by hosts on a token ring network. Amin discloses the deployment 
of accounting and QoS mechanisms across a computer network. Neither Baugher nor Amin 
disclose methods or systems that monitor aggregate data transfer for individual users, and affect 
a characteristic of the network access provided to a first user after the aggregate data transfer 
corresponding to the first user crosses a threshold value. 

In light of the foregoing. Applicant believes that all currently pending claims are 
presently in condition for allowance. Applicant respectfully requests a timely Notice of 
Allowance be issued in this case. If the Examiner believes that any further action by Applicant is 
necessary to place this application in condition for allowance. Applicants reqpaest a telephone
